In her petition rs. Carver stated that on 
numerous occasions her husband had. beaten 
and assaulted her, and used abusive, violent 
and threatening language towards her. As @ 
result her health had been greatly affected, 
She had been compelled to leave her 
husband’s house ou January 5, 1959. 

Mr. J. M. FitzGerala, K. C., and Mr. W. 
O' B. FitzGeraid (instructed by Mr. John K. 
Coakley, solicitor) appeared for Mrs. Carver. 

Mr. Carver was not a repre- 
sented, but appeared in person, and denied 
the allegations made in the petition. 

Having heard the evidence, Mr. Justice 
Hanna said that Mrs Carver was entitled 
to a judicial separation from her husband, 
who, whateve. kind of man he might be 
when not in drink, became, when he had 
drink taken, irritated, irresponsible and 
unable to control his actions against any 
person against whom he might have any, 
animosity. There was no doubt that there 
was in the early stages of the marriage a 
difficulty which probably fretted both parties 
and which might have been the cause of his 
* up to some stage his treatment 

his wife. 

The standards of life between husband and 
wife now were quite different from what they 
were two hundred years ago, and no woman 
was bound to stay with a husband who put 
her life or health in jeopardy by reason of 
violence of conduct. 

He was satisfied that when in drink the 
respondent abused his wife, assaulted her 
and used very vile language towards her. 
On one occasion a Guard who was sent for 
saw a mark on her throat which had been 
caused by the husband’s thumb or finger, and 
a doctor had given evidence that om another 
occasion her riba were certainly bruised, if 
not broken. In addition to that he was 
satisfied that the husband had bioken the 
furniture. He believed the evidence of the 
witness, Tadhg Linehan, when he said that 
one morning he found the kitchen table 
broken and the crockery spread about the 
floor, and that he had to make his own 
breakfast. 

Notwithstanding the repudiation of Mr. 
Carver, he was satisfied that he had treated 
his wife in a way that no married woman 
was bound to submit to in this country in 
the present state of the law.

be performed by any member of the Govern- 
ment. The Minister on whom such respon- 
sibility would devolve is to be selected in 
accordance with directions previously given 
by the Government.” 

Provision is also made for the replacement 
of any Minister who may be prevented from 
exercising his functions by any cause other 

sence, The Order 
states that such Minister shall forthwith 


cease to be a member of the Government, 
and empowers the Taoiseach to select from 
the membership of either the Dail or Senate 
a suitable person to take his place. The 
Order in this respects over-rides Article 13 
of the Constitution, which provides that a 
Minister may be appointed by the President 
on the nomination of the Taoiseach, who 
must first have received the approval of the 
Dail to the nomination. . There is a further 
provision that the Taoiseach may at any time 
terminate the appointment of a Minister 
selected in this manner. ) 

The new. Order is a purely emergency 
measure, decided upon to provide against 
every contingency, and with no. expectation 
that it will ever have to be put into opera- 
tion.

The Admiralty last night issued the follow 
ing communique :'— 

“The Secretary of the Admiralty regrets to 
announce that H.M.S. Vandyck (Captain G. 
F. W. Wilson, R. N.) was sank by air attack 
off the coast of Norway on June 10th, when 
employed as a naval auxiliary. Two officers 
— ive ratings were killed and 29 officers 
and 132 ratings are prisoners of war. 

“The next-of-kin of all have now been in- 


“The delay in announcing the loss is due 
to difficulty in obtaining information regard- 
ing the prisoners of war for communication 
to next-of-kin.” 

H. M. S. Vandyck (15,000 tons) was formerly 
a cruising liner, and, in peace time, carried 
thousands of holiday-makers to the Atlantic 
Islands and the African coast. She had 
accommodation for about 400 passengers. She 
was owned by Lamport and Holt, who fitted 
her as a cruising liner seven years a She 
was given new cabins, renovated public rooms 
and state rooms and two open-air swimming 
baths. \ 

A year ago she was in collision -with a 
Portuguese tugboat in Lisbon Harbour. Three 
of the tugboat’s crew were drowned, 

Captain Wilson retired from the Navy at 
his own request in 1932, having relinquished 
command of the cruiser Canterbury shortly 
before. 

He had then had more than 31 years’ 
service, He first went to sea as a midshipman 
in the Formidable in the Mediterranean in 
1905. He was given the D.S.O. in 1917 for 
his services in action with enemy submarines, 
He was promoted to the rank of Commander 
in 1920, after he had served for a year in

U-BOAT SINKS WITH

With many of its crew standing on deck in 
surrender an ocean-goi U-boat sank in 
the Atlantic recently after being twice 
bombed by a Sunderland flying boat of the 
Royal Australian Air Force attached to the 
Coastal Command, states the British Air 
Ministry news service last night. 

The U-boat was cruising at periscope depth 
when it was spotted by the captain of the 
flymg boat. He dived and let go four bombs. 

They fell around the submarine and exploded 
beneath the water, while the Sunderland 
banked and circled for another attack. 

A minute after the bombs had burst the 
U-boat came slowly to the surface. The 
Sunderland dived upon it again. This time 
the bombs scored a direct hit. 

Men streamed out of the U-boat’s conning 
tower, and as they stood there the submarine 
sank beneath them.

Canfield said she saw a single aircraft and 
it appeared to be diving. en she heard 
a loud whistling sound and a bomb crashed 
right through the roof of Mrs. Sivers’s house.

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VITAL GERMAN 
CANAL LINK 
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BATTERED BY R.AF.

It is now possible to reveal how Royal Air 
Force bombers have raided and severely 
damaged one of the most important links in 
Germany’s international transport system, 
the Dortmund-Ems Canal, stated the British 
Air Ministry News Service last night. 

Following the damage that had been caused 
to German trains and railway junctions by 
R.A.F. raids German communications were 
becoming considerably disorganised. 

To relieve the rail congestion the German 
transport authorities began to make increasing 
use of their elaborate canal system, which was 
already heavily occupied in carrying iron ore 
and other essential supplies to the Ruhr 
factories. Large barges, big enough to carry 
two train-loads of goods, were being used for 
conveying munitions. | 


BEFORE THE ATTACK 


Reconnaissance aircraft flew over the Dort- 
mund-Ems canal and photographed its various 
stretches, in particular the double aqueduct 
where the canal crosses over the River Ems, 
Models of the aqueduct were constructed, and 
picked crews received special instructions on 
the method of attack to be adopted. After 
the operation the captain of one aircraft 
said. If we had not seen the model and the 
photographs heforehand we could easily have 
made a mistake, for there were several places 
which more or less resembled our real target. 

The crews were also shown photographs— 
taken by the R. A. F. a few — — 
which depicted 20 large barges on one short 
The presence of these 
barges was striking testimony of the import- 
ance of the task, and indicated how great 
would be the increased strain on the railways 
if the canal went out of action. 


FLIGHT BY MOONLIGHT 


There was bright moonlight when the crews 
set out on their task. Bombs were dropped 
in the aqueducts near the safety gates and 
against the embankment. All the aircraft 
returned undamaged. 

Subsequent photographic reconnaissances 
reveal the success of the attack. Barges can 
be seen high and dry in the mud. The aque- 
ducts are unusable and the canal empty. Other 
reco.maissances showed barges unloading their 
ca s in a field alongside the canal—further 
evidence that the task had been successfully 
completed.

O’DUFFY 


NORTHERN IRELAND 
ORDER

NEWBLISS, Wednesday. 

While attending a funeral in Enniskillen 
to-day General O’Duffy was intercepted by 
members of the R.U.C. and detectives, and 
brought to the local police headquarters, 
where he was served with an Order prohibit- 
ing him from entering any portion of 
Northern Ireland except the rural district of 
Clogher, Co. Tyrone. General O' Duffy had 
attended the funeral of the wife of Mr. Cahir 
Healy, M.P. 

The Order, which bears the signature of 
Sir Richard Dawson Bates, Minister of Home 
Affairs, states that, as General O’Duffy is 
*‘ suspected of being about to act in a manner 
prejudicial to the preservation of the peace 
and the maintenance of order in Northern 
Ireland,” it is desirable that he should be 
prohibited from residing in or entering any 
portion of Northern Ireland except the rural 
district of Clogher, Co. Tyrone. 

The Order also demanded that he should 
leave Northern Ireland forthwith, and that 
if he returned he would be guilty of an 
offence under the regulations. 

The penalty for a violation of the Order 
is a term not exceeding six months with hard 


labour. 

Genera! O' Duffy said that he did not know 
why Clogher was specified in the Order as 
the only portion of Northern Ireland which 
he could enter. :
